MOTIONS MADE AT PLENUM. 


The following motion proposed by Comrade Gitlow, and adopted, 
raised the issue of reservations, calling for an unconditional accep- 
tance of the Comintern Statutes: 


“That we call to the attention of the Party membership the 
following paragraph from the constitution and the rules of the 
Communist International: 


“Party questions may be discussed by the membership 
of the Party organizations until such time as the decision is taken 
upon them by competent Party committees. After the decision 
has heen taken by the Congress of the Communist International 
and by the Congress of the respective sections or by leading com- 
mittees of the Comintern and ef its various sections, these de- 
cisions must be unreservedly carried out even if a section of the 
Party membership or its local Party organizations are in disa- 
greement with it. 


“That we call upon the Party membership in line with this 
clause of the Comintern rules to accept unreservedly the decisions 
of the Sixth Congress and carry them out.” 


This was adopted by a majority vote. Comrade Foster for the 
Opposition proposed the following counter motion: 


“The statutes of the Communist International ere obligatory 
upon any member without eny reservations. We are carrying out 
the decisions of the C. I. Congress and we understand that all dis- 
puted questions in the American Party are referred by the E. C. 
C. I. te the Party cunvention.” 


The full session of the Central Executive Committee further 
adopted the following motion: 


“That the Plenum of the Central Executive Commitiee ac- 
cepts all decisions of the Sixth World Congress of the Comintern 
without reservations.” 


The Opposition refused to vote for this section and instead merely 
reiterated its support of their own motion cited above. 


In regard to the last letter of the Commuis International and the 
subsequent cabled decision of the Communist International rejecting 
the appeal of the Foster-Bittelman Opposition for complete propor- 
tional representation, the Plenum cecided vpon a motion presented 
by Comrade Lovestone: 


. The Central Executive Committee accepts and endorses 
the letter in its entirety without reservations. The criticism of the 
Central Executive Committee's Oct. 2 statement is correct as well 
as the Comintern’s reiteration of its rejection of the Opposition’s 
charge that the Central Executive Committee is a Right Wing 
Central Executive Committee. 


“2—The Central Executive Committee instructs the Political 
Committee to publish the letter of the Comintern in the Party 
press with a declaration of endorsement on the basis of the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee decision, immediately upon receipt of 
an official copy of the letter. 


“3—The Central Executive Committee further declares that 
it also accepts and endorses without reservations the subsequent 
dacision of the Communist Internationa) rejecting the Opposi- 
tion’s appeal for complete proportional representation, declaring 
that ‘complete proportional representation is inadmissable.’ At 
the same time the Central Exccutive Committee declares to the 
Comintern and the Party that it has been its position and that it 
is entirely in agreement with the Comintern proposal to give con- 
sideration to representation for minorities in the district and na- 
tional conventions as weil as in the leading bodies of the Party.” 


Against this proposal the Cpposition put forth the following 
motion: 


“Motion by Foster: 1. That we accept the Communist Interna- 
tional letter. 2. It corrects the misinterpretation of the decision 
of the Sixth World Congress contained in the Central Commit- 
tee Majority’s statement of Oct. 2. 3. It emphasizes that ‘the 
Right danger is the main danger for the American Party.’ It 
states that ‘the Workers (Communist) Farty Congress must in- 
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Comintern Decision on Proportional Representation 


On November 28 the Central Executive Committee is- 
sued the detailed Sixth National Convention Call. All ar- 
rangements included therein were adopted unanimously. 

There was a disagreement over the question of propor- 
tional representation. The C. E. C. had decided that the fol- 
lowing shall be the basis of minority representation: in 


every District Convention where a minority secures 40 per 
cent or more of the District delegation, such minorities shall | 


receive one-third of the total delegation of the district to 
the National Convention. 

The Opposition protested against this and demanded 
that there shall be complete proportional representation in 
every shop and street nucleus, in every section, subdistrict 
and district convention exactly along the lines of the pro- 
portional representation accorded in the elections to the 
Fifth National Convention of August, 1927. The Opposition 


appealed to the Communist International against the de- 


cision of the Central Executive Committee. In reply, the 
Communist International decided: 


“Political Secretariat considers complete proportional

representation to the convention inadmissible. The Central 
| Executive Committee should consider minorities in the dis- 
tricts and in the National Convention in the selection of dele- 
| gates and the leading Party bodies.” 


‘The Comintern has rejected the appeal of the Opposi- 
tion. The Plenum of the Central Executive Committee has 
accépted this decision of the Communist International with- 


out reservations. The Foster-Bittelman Opposition, however,

Communist International without reservations.

The bosses of the Continental Mo-

to further cut our wages and to 
make the speed-up swifter. One of 
heir schemes is as follows: 

How They Trick Them. 

Take a man making 55 cents an 
Lour. A foreman comes to him and 
says: Tl tell you what I am going 
‘o do for you. I'll give you 45 cent: 
vn hour and a bonus. In this wa: 
vou will make 60 to 75 cents ar 
Sour.” Not thinking, the worke 
is often overcome with gratitud 
and says: “Fine, that’s Okay wit 
me.” 

The first couple of pays, the me 
do make 60 cents or maybe a [| tt! 
more an hour. Then in some mys 
terious way the bonus gets all balle« 
ap. The only thing clear to the 
workers is that the men are getting 
15 cents an hour and no bonus. Aliso 
he men are doing as much or more 
vork as they did when getting 55 
eents an hour. The men can do 
nothing, for they are unorganized 
and thus are helpless. The company 
has other means to get a worker to 
zut his own wages. Sometimes a 
‘nan is laid off long enough to get 
Sim hard up; then he comes back at 
he wage the company wants to pay 
“im. Another trick is to find out 
now little a man can live on. 

Another Trick. 


They put a man on a schedule, 
say, three days a week, 9 hours a 
Gay. After he has been on this 
schedule a long time, they notice he 
is still alive and able to work, in 
spite of working for only $10 or $12 
1 week. Well, says the company, 
why pay him $20 a weck, when he 
“an live on $10 or $12 They scale 
him down accordingly, and after 
that he can work 5 or 6 days a week 
for $10 or $12.

The Continental Company has 
“Welfare,” or Helfare“ depart- 
ment, the main business of wh ch 
is to find out how little a worker 
and his family can get along on and 
stil] stay alive. A former Muskegon 
police officer is head of the depart- 
ment. He also ferrets out any mili- 
tant worker who grumbles about 
conditions and iries to get his fel- 
low auto slaves to grumble.

Misleaders’ Treachery 
Is Cause 


LONDON, Dec. 26.— Due to the 
sollaboration and betrayal tactics of 
the British Trade Union Congress 
under the leadership of the Mac- 
Donaldists, membership in British 
trade unions has taken a heavy 
slump during the last year. The 
Ministry of Labor Gazette reports 


that during 1927 there was a reduc- 


tion of 299,000 as compared with 
1926. 

Ever since the MacDonald la- 
bor ministry and the betrayal of the 
general strike in 1925, membership 
in the unions affiliated with the 
Trade Union Congress has dropped 
sonsiderably. It is significant to 
note that the greatest drop occurred 
in the mining unions, which lost 
107,000 members during the last 
Mar, while the railroad unions lost 
79,000 and the metal groups 38,000. 
t is recalled that the reformist 
Mor leaders sold out the coal miners 
that they are now in one of the 
Worst situations in their history, and 
*hat similarly the misleaders had in- 
weed the railroad workers to ac- 
opt wage cuts on a class-collabora- 
ion basis, then this union member- 
hip slump is not surprising.

The Cloak and Dressmakers Union and 
the Fur Workers Union, now .entering the 
third year of a titanic struggle against the 
combined forces of their boss exploiters, 
their police oppressors and their A. F. of L. 
and socialist betrayers, now stand on the 
threshold of combining their power organ- 
izationally by laying a foundation which 
will, with correct policies, support the still 
greater structure of a mighty amalgamated 
needle trades industrial union of all workers 
in every branch. 

We know that even after amalgamation 
(and that amalgamation will be decided upon 
is quite certainty) the struggle to build the 
union until it controls the industry will be 
a gigantic one. We are convinced, however, 
‘that nothing can stop these determined fight- 
ers from doing just that. 

Our certainty is rock-founded by the fact

That is definite. For, will the “union” that 
is built by the bosses, their money and their 
police ever make unpleasant demands from 
their godfathers?

then they, too, will join for the fight to re- 


establish unionism in the industry. 


It is the duty of the militant workers who 
are active in this big event to cast aside the 
narrow traditions of the past which, if they 
are not discarded, can only cripple and de- 
stroy the thing which they are here to build. 
Pedantic craft-union prejudices have 
through-out the struggle been a handicap to 
the progress of the needle trades workers. 
Craft union ideology must and will be thrown 
aside in this present action, if success for the 
workers is to be attained. 


Nor is it possible for conscious and sin- 
cere workers to be content with an attitude 
bounded by national boundaries. The most 
urgent need—for successful struggle in this 
and all other countries—is to weave the un- 
breakable bond of solidarity between the 
workers of all countries of the world. If the 
needle trades union delegates are to accom- 
plish their duty they must face with fearless, 


class-conscious eyes, the question of interna- 


tional relations. 


On the one hand is interna- 
tional class loyalty crystallized in the Red 
International of Labor Unions; on the other 
hand is international manipulation of the la- 
bor unions by the bosses and the imperialist 
governments through the yellow organization 
of treachery, the Amsterdam International.

Teaching Communism in Central Asia

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TASHKENT, Uzbek, U. S. S. R., 
(FP).—I never saw a school in my 
life that gave me quite such an un- 
expected thrill as the one I discov- 
ered just by chance as I plodded my 
way through the dark filth of Old 
Town, the native city of Tashkent. 
Picture all about, Asia as she has 
been for centuries: a couple of hun- 
dred thousand people set down in 
their native mud, no lights in the 
narrow street which runs between 
earthen walls. 

Suddenly the narrow alley of mud, 
lit only by stray candles carried by 
wiser passersby than we, widens and 
brightens a trifle as the glow from 
wind ws touches it. A very ancient 
Mh cue, ¢c-plains my intcrpreter, i 
whch a school is established in some 
of the rooms. 


“Let’s go in.” I suggest, and we 
wander into a class room, contain- 
ing about twenty-five boys of ages 
from thi teen to sixt en. Thy ar 
sitting by twos and threes in the 
old-style long desks with benches. 
and facing a blackboard on which a 
boy of fifteen is giving a demonstra 
tion. 

But where is the teacher? I se 
no adult and proceed to ask. The 
boys explain that the teacher come 


in the day time to give instruction, 


for six hours. This group I have 
stumbled upon have gathered not for 
instruction but for “collective study,” 
which the class mages by itself 
without a teacher. I ask if they 
have no place at home to study and 
they answer that at home each must 
work alone and perhaps cannot 
understand his lessor, but here to- 
gether all can help. each other anc 


' gomeone is sure to understand. 


They are, I learn, the fifth grade 
of a regular Seven Grade or- 
school of the city of Tash- 
(Ed. note: The Uzbek nation 
is in the Soviet Union). To my 
query whether girls are also in their 
school and if so why none of them is

18. The political program of the 
Communists in an imperialist war 
is the program worked out and ap- 
plied by the Bolshevik Party under 
the leadership of Lenin in its heroic 
struggle against the last imperialist 
war. The main points of this pro- 
gram may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

(a) The rejection of imperialist 
“national defense” in this war. To 
enlighten the workers and peasants 
as to its reactionary character. 
Strongly to combat all tendencies in 
the labor movement which openly, 
or covertly, justify this war. 

(b) Defeatism, i. e., to work for 
the defeat of the home imperialist 
government in this war. 

Revolutionary Defeatism. 

(c) Genuine internationalism, i. 
e., not “international” phrases and 
formal “agreements,” but revolu- 
tionary defeatist work to be carried 
on by the proletariat in all the bel- 
ligerent countries, for the overthrow 
of their home bourgeoisie. 

(d) To transform the war be- 
tween imperialist states into prole- 
tarian civil war against the bour- 
geoisie, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat and Socialism—this transfor- 
mation to be achieved by means of 
revolutionary mass action in the 
rear, and fraternalization al the 
front. ‘ 
le) A “democratic” or “just” 
peace cannot result from an imper- 
‘ialist war without the overthrow of 
the bourgeoisie and the seizure of 
| power by the proletariat in the most

overthrow of the bourgeoisie, is the 
‘only proper means of combating 


war, to which ali other means must 


be directed. While combating the 
above-mentioned prescriptions for 
individual action, which can only 
hinder mass action, the Communists 
must at the same time rouse the 
workers to display a spirit of revo- 
lutionary heroism in the struggle 
against imperialist wars, 


General Strike Agaiast War. 


20. The Communists’ attitude to- 
wards the question of the general 
strike against war is determined by 
the same point of view, viz., the trans- 
formation of imperialist war into 
civil war. Already in 1907, Lenin, 
in opposing Herve, repudiated the 
general strike slogan as a “panacea” 
to be applied regardless of the con- 
crete situation and divorced from 
the general class struggle of the 
proletariat. In 1922, on the basis 
of experiences in the world war, he 
formulated his position still more 
definitely. In his instructicns to 
the delegation to the Hague Peace 
Congress, he said: 

“It is impossible to ‘reply’ to war 
with a general strike, just as it is 
impossible to reply to war with 
‘revolution,’ in the simple and literal 
sense of the word.” 

This holds good to this day. But 
while Communists repudiate the 
slogan of “reply to war with a gen- 
eral strike,” and warn the work 
against harboring such illusiens, 
which can only injure the real 
struggle against war, they do not 
by any means abandon the weapon 
of the general strike in the struggle 
against war, and sharply condemn 
any suggestion to do so as an op- 
portunist deviation. 

Side by side with other revolution- 
ary mass actions (demonstrations. 
strikes in munition works, transport 
strikes, etc.), the general strike—as 
the supreme form of the mass strike 
movement—is an extremely im- 
portant weapon, and as a transition 
to the armed uprising it constitutes 
a stage in the transformation of im- 
perialist war into civil war. This 
transformation, however, does not 
depend upon the will of the Party 
alone. It presupposes the existence 
‘of a revolutionary situation, the 
capacity of the proletariat for mass 
action, etc.

Communists, therefore, cannot, in 
war time, confine themselves to ab- 
stract general strike propaganda. 
As in peace time, they must carry 
on daily revolutionary work in the 
factories and trade unions. They 
must champion the economic de- 
mands of the workers and link up 
these demands with anti-war propa- 
ganda; organize revolutionary fac- 
tory councils;, capture the subordin- 
ate trade union organizations; elim- 
inate the social-patriotic elentents 
from these organizations, and, when 
they have been captured, elect new 
executives parallel with the reform- 
ist executives, and despite the will 
of the latter, organize, lead and ex- 
tend partial strikes, etc. : 

The general strike must not be 
an abstract watchword. It must be 
the aim and outcome of our general 
practical activity. That being the 
case, the revolutionary proletariat 
must be ready, in the event of a 
general strike, firmly to steer a 
course toward transforming the 
strike into an armed rebellion, if 
conditions are propitious for that. 

Oppose “Boycott War” Slogan. 

21. From the same standpoint of 
the transformation of imperialist 
war into civil war, the Communists 
take their stand with regard to.the 
slogan of refusal of military service 
(boycott of war) advocated by cer- 
tain “radical” pacifists and left so- 
cial democrats. The Communists 
fight against this slogan for the 
following reasons: 

(a) The idea that imperialist 
war can be rendered impossible by 
a call for the refusal of military 
service, by calling upon those liable 
for military service to refuse to an- 
swer the call for mobilization is as 
illusory as the idea of “replying to 
war with a general strike.” Propa- 


merely serves to weaken the genu- 
ine revolutionary struggle against 
war. 

Work in Army Necessary. 
(a) Even if a “mass boycott” 


the result would be that the most 
determined and class-conscious work- 
ers would remain outside the army. 
Systematic revolutionary work in 
the army—one of the most vital 
tasks in the struggle against war 
would then be impossible. 

Lenin was absolutely right, there- 
fore, when in 1922, on the basis of 
experience of the world war, he 
wrote: “‘Boycott the war’ is a 
stupid phrase. The Communists 
must participate in every reaction- 
ary war.” 

But Lenin’s instructions regard- 
ing the Communists’ attitude to- 
ward the boycott (the refusal of 
military service) as a means of com- 
bating war, does not mean that the 
Communists must urge the masses 
of workers to join the bourgeois 
armies. It means that the Commu- 
nists, while strongly combating the 
harmful and illusory boycott slogan, 
must agitate for revolutionary work 
and organization in the bourgeois 
army, for the arming of the prole- 
tariat and for the transformation 
of imperialist war into civil war. 
Turn Weapons Agninst Bourgeoisie. 

Therefore, when the question of 
joining the bourgeois army or re- 
fusal of military service (boycott) is 
raised, the Communists must advise

They must s out quite frankly 
about the inadequacy of refusal. of 
military service as a means of com- 
bating war, and make it clear to 
the masses that the only correct way 
of combating the imperialist war is 
to transform it into civil war. 
Strenuous propaganda must be con- 
ducted urging the necessity for car- 
rying on revolutionary work in the 
bourgeois armies. 


Develop Civil War. 

If the general situation is favor- 
able for it, Communists must utilize 
such mass movements for the for- 
mation of guerilla forces, and for 
the immediate development of civil 
war. This applies especially to 
countries where strong national- 
revolutionary movements exist. In 
such countries the Communists, on 
the declaration of war—especially 
war against the Soviet Union—or in 
the course of the war, if the situa- 
tion is favorable, must issue the slo- 
gan of national-revolutionary rebel- 
lion against the imperialist and for 
the immediate formation of national- 
revolutionary guerilla forces.
